Moody Wants the Law Changed So 
as To Prevent Recurrence of 
the Fiasco in the Cases 
Against Greene and

Washington, December 5.—Attorney 
Genera] W. H. Moody in his annual re- 
port to congress recommends the en- 
actment of a law which will provide in 
substanee that where an indictment is 


States, the judge of that court may, in 
his discretion, issue a benc.. warrant fur 


the arrest of the defendants wherever 
they may be found within ine territorial 
limitg of the United States, and it shall 
be the duty of all persons authorized to 
serve euch process to arrest the person 
or persons indicated, ana if they fail, 


where the indictment has been found, 
they may be jailed. 

The attorney general explains that 
much embarrassment in the administra- 
tion of the law thas arisen from the in- 
ability of the United States to bring an 
affender to the place and the court 
where by the constitution and laws the 
accusation against the person must be 
tried. By the constituuon the trial of ali 
crimes must be held in “the state an? 
district wuerein they shall have been 
committed.” It frequently happens that 
persons accused are not found within 
the limit of the district where the of- 
fenses alleged against them are triable. 


Some Injustice Likely. 

The frequency of Such absence fn- 
creases with the gravity of the accusa- 
tion, and where it consists in a Ccon- 
spiracy almost invariably one cr mcre 
of the alleged offenders are without the 
jurisdiction of the district. 

That at some time injustice might re- 
sult to individuals, says the attorney 
general, cannot be denied. The oc- 
casional abuse of power is inseparable 
from its existence. That innocent men 
now and then are ifndicted for crime 


of a grand jury guided, as such a body 
usually is, by the instuction of the judge 
and the counsel of the attorney’s assur- 
ances that instances of oppression will 
be rare indeed, On the other hand, the 
possibility of delays and defeats of jus- 
tice which the present system affords 
renders the power of the United States 
ridiculous and brings contempt upon the 
administration of the law. 

In support of his views, Mr. Moody 
cites a number of cases under the present 
law In which justice Ras been defeated 
or greatly delayed and large expenses 
unnecessarily incurred by the govern- 
ment. Amone these cases is that of the 
co-defendants with Captain Oberlin M. 
Carter in the Savannah haroor improve- 
ment frauds. Mr. Moody outlines the 
proceedings and says that only after a 
delay of twenty-six months dlu the 
United States reach the point where 
under the law it was permitted to take 
men charged with a grave crime to the 
place prov.ved by the constitution for 
their trial. , a

Washington, December ‘ 5.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt is now contemplat- 
ing his much talked of southern trip, but 
it i¢ by no means sure that he will ac- 
cept, at least for some months, any of 
~ invitations that have been tendered 

Indeed, the president is constantly rTe- 
ceiving telegrams from all parts of the 
country stating that special citizens’ com- 
mittees wish to extend personal ‘invita- 
tion in behalf of the communities want- 
ing the president, and so heavy has been 
the pressure for personal audiences that 
the president has found it necessary to 
have Secretary Loeb notify all commit- 
tees asking formal audiences to have 
their invitations forwarded by mail. 

This action has been necessary on &c- 
count of the very pressue incident 
to the assembling of congress, which 
will keep the president unusually busy 
during the current month. 

It is understood that the president 
Wwould'like to receive personally the com- 
mittees that wish to convey invitations 
in this mammner, ‘but having already had 
Secretary Loeb annoumce that he could 
make no personal engagements at this 
time, he finds it difficult to make an 
exception for any community. 

In this way the various invitations 
that have been extended the president 
from ali parts of the country are expected 
to be received by the mail. 

It is possible that when the pressure 
of the congressional session is somewhat 
lifted the president may receive personal 
committees, but this will certainly not be 
for some weeks yet. 


Upon being shown the foregoing spe- 
cial from Washington, President Robert 
F. Maddox, of the chamber of commerce, 
gaid: 

“I have not yet invited any of the 
committee of invitation to go on to Wash- 
ington, as the time of the visit was so 
indefinite, and J] have been waiting to get 
in touch with the National Association 
of Manufacturers in order that ‘both bodies 
might act at the same time.

The vistble supply at 
the end of the season, in order to pre- 
vent ‘squeezes’ and ‘corners’ should be 
at leaist 1,250,000 bales. Any well posted 
cotton man knows that this is practically 
correct, hence I see no reason for the 
holders of cotton to get scared and sell 
at anything like present. prices. 

“Since the bureau report was issued on 
Saturday we have seen a great many 
telegrams from some of the very ibest 
totton merchants scattered over the 
south, to the effect that they believed the 
estimate was too large. I mention this 
to show you that I] am not the only one 
who thinks the estimate too large. How- 
ever, it hag the effect of putting mid- 
dling cotton down to ? |-2 cents in the 
New Orleans market. 

‘The south went broke raising cotton 
at & 1-2 cents, and 6 cents per pound in 
1897-98, and during that period every- 
thing was cheap, as well as cotton, and 
the cost of raising cotton was small, as 
compared to the present crop, which is 
the most expensive one every grown. It 
would pay the farmers to sit still and not 


market another bale of this crop until 


he can get above !0 cents, and reduce 
his acreage another season at least 15 
per cent, and instead of raising another 
bumper crop, raise only enough to supply 
the world. The last crop was only 10,- 
000,000 bales, and it brought more money 
than any crop ever raised—much’° more 
than this crop will bring, unless the bal- 
ance left brings much higher prices than 
those ruling today. With cotton at 7 1-2 
cents at the ports, cotton plantations are 
worth today just about half what they 
were at this time last year. Now, every 
man that is interested in the south, re- 
gardless of the character of his bust- 
ness, should be inerested in keeping up 
the price of cotton. Cotton is one of the 
few things that the world must nave, and 
4he south has a monopoly on_ the terri- 
tory where it can be grown. yet they 
won't take advantage of the situation. 
Raise Less Cotton, He Says. 
“There are so many things that can 
@® raised in the south profitably, why 
not turn your attention to other things 
and raise less cotton? We have been

Preservatives in Food. 

Editor Constitution: In an issue of re- 
cent date you have an article headed: 
“Preservatives in Food,” and quote ex- 
periments recently made iby Dr. Wiley 
at the government laboratory in Wash- 
ington, 

In reference to the article [ will say 
it certainly would be more conducive to 
general health if we were able to secure 
all Our foodstuffs without resorting to 
any preservative processes, but under ex- 
isting conditions this is absolutely im- 
possible. I hardly deem an article of 
food adulterated because it is preserved, 
We do not consider hams adulterated, 
yet they re filled with salt, Saltpeter, 
smoke, sugar, etc. Neither do we con- 
sider codfish or mackerel that are burn- 
ed up with salt, adulterated, yet they 
are not edible until soaked or parboiled 
| to withdraw the objectionable chemicals, 
| Persons with chronically weak stom- 
achs must exercise great care in select- 
ing their food, otherwise they are dis- 
tressed. I most heartily advocate label- 


clearly on said label what chemicals were 
used for preserving same. This would 
acquaint the consumer with the n ture 
of articles purchased, If the general 
public would consult their braing instead 
of their palates, many articles of food 
now on the market would be withdrawn. 
However, as it is impossible to furnish 
fresh foods exclusively, we must use 
some method to preserve perishable arti- 
cles. 

Borax and ‘boravic acid have been used 
for decades for preservative purposes. 
England demands her hams, bacon and 
butter lightly salted, and secures what 
she desires by having the above men- 
tioned articles packed in borax. Dr. Wi-

The traffic officials of the railroads 
entering Atlanta will resume their cop. 
ference with Atlanta's committee of 
seven at the Piedmont hotel at ii 
O'clock this morning, with a view to 
making a proposition to the committee, 
by which, it is hoped, a settlement of 
the much vexed rate question may be 
brought about. 

It was the understanding when the 
last conference adjourned that the rail- 
roads | would give their answer to the 
Atlanta committee on December 6. and 
Chairman J. G. Oglesby, of this commit- 
tec. a day or two ago, replied to a tele- 
grim of inquiry, stating the committee 
Would be ready to meet the ratroad 
officials at that time. 

It is understood that at the confer- 
ence today the rallroad officials will 
propose a plan by which Atlanta will 
be given cheaper rates both from the 
east and west. 

Under the present rate system, Chat- 
tanooga and Birmingham get cheap- 
er rates from the west than 
lanta. In other words, upon reaching 
these points, the rates to Atlanta on 
western commodities take an upward 
beund, and Atlanta naturally suffers. 

The same is true with regard to rates 
from the east. Up to Augusta, the 
cheaper rates from the east are in ef- 
fect, then on to Atlanta there is a pro- 
portionate increase, so that Atlanta gets 
the worst of it in both directions. 

It is understood that the plan which 
the railroad officials will propose will 
be to blot out these discriminations, and 
give Atlanta proportionately the same 
rates from the east as obtain to Au- 
gusta, and the same rates from the west 
as obtain to Chattanooga and Bir- 
mingham. 

New Competition a Factor. 

Tt is said the railroad officials will be 
able to base such a proposed revision in 
rates partly on the fact of the opening 
of a new line from Atlanta to Birming- 
ham—the Seaboard Air Line’s new road,

RUSSELL AFTER RAILROADS. 


Texan Introduces a Bill To Regulate 
Common Carriers. 
Washington, December 5.—Representa- 
tive, Russell, of Texas, today. introduced 
n bill to regulate carriers engaged in in- 
terstate commerce and to prohibit them 
from liméting their liability as it exists 
at common law. It provides that such 
carriers shall not so limit or restrict their 
liability by any general or special notice 
or by inserting exceptions in bills of 
lading or recé&fpts. It requires common 


carriers on the tender of the legal or cus- | 
tomary rates of freight to receive and | 


transport and deliver them tn good condi- 
ition. A refusal so to transport them in 
accordance with the provisions recited 
shail render such carrier liable to the 
party injured for damages as well as to 
a penalty of not less than $500 or more 
than $5,000 to be recovered in each case 
oy the owner of the goods in circuit 
court of the United States for his dis- 
trict. 

The bill further requires common car- 
riers to furnish the shipper a bill of 
lading or memorandunmaand in case of re- 
fusal they shall be liable to the above 
penalty.

7 Carnegie Proposition ‘efered 
Io the Next Council 


 -‘Yfotion To Refund $250 to the Tech 
_/ Zthletic Association Turned 

,on the Ground That 

h Action Would 


Be Illegal. 


Andrew Carnegie’s offer of $10,000 to 
build a colored library building will 
neither be accepted nor rejected by the 
present council of the city of Atlanta, 
It has been referred by, that body to 
its successor. 

This action was taken at the regular 
meeting of council yesterday afternoon, 
and seemed to meet with general ap- 
proval both of those favoring and those 
opposth to acceptance of the offer. The 
matter came before council with a favor- 
able report from the finance committee, 
but some opposition exhibited {itself be- 
fore the reference to the next council 
was decided upon. 

The report of the finance committees, 
read by Alderman Inman, was favorable 
to the acceptance of the offer provided 
the site for the building shou.u be pro- 
cured without cost to the city, the prop- 
osition of Mr. Carnegie being to give 
$10,000 for the building provided a site 
be furnished and the city appropriate 
$1.000 annually for maintenance. 

Another condition upon which the 
committee ‘hinged its favorable report 
Was that the colored institution should 
be operated as a branch of the present 
Carnegie library, and should be under 
complete control of the trustees of that 
institution as to the MWterature issued 
there, the expenditure of funds, the rules 
and a)] other matters. 


Report Is Discussed. 

After the reading of the report, Coun- 
cilman Terrell arose, saying: 

“I do not think that council should 
adopt the report of the finance commit- 
teo for several reasons. But I think 
that before council members discuss the 
matfer the rules should be suspended, 
and any parties desiring to be heard on 
the subject be given an opportunity to 
speak.”’ 

Fr. J. Paxon, a member of the board 
of trustees of the Carnegie library, and 
several colored ministers and other ne- 
groes were present. 

Alderman Inman said that as far as 
he was personally concerned he was 
willing that the matter should go over 
t® the next council. Counellman Good- 
win believed that the present council 
Was as capable of passing on tha ques- 
tion as the next counc!! would be. Al- 
derman Harwell thought it ought to go 
over. Mayor Pro Tem Longino hoped 
the present council would dispose of 
Mr, Carnegie’s offer, as he was anxious 
to vote for it, and would not be a mem- 
her of the next council.

SHIPPERS FIGHT 
FOR FAIR RATES 


Uniform Bill of Lading Causes 
‘Biller Protest 


Shippers Say It Is a Scheme To In- 
crease Rates, but This Is De- 
nied—Case Is Before the 
Inters\ite Commerce 
Commission. 


Chicago, December 5.—The interstate 
commerce commission convened today, 
but adjourned for four hours out of 
respect for its chairman, M. A. Knapp, 
of Middletown, Conn., whose wife died 
yesterday at Philadelphia. Inquiry con- 
cerning the “uniform bill of igding,”’ 
W.th representatives of 100,000 shippers 
and officials of 300 railways east of Chi- 
cago in attendance, was then taken up. 

Attorneys Levy Mayer, of Chicago, and 
J. B. Daish, of Washington, D. C., rep- 
resenting the shippers, began their argu- 
ments to show that the adoption of the 
uriform bill of lading would work hard- 
ship to the shippers of the country to an 
extent of 20 per cent over the present 
freight rates. Secretary Glenn, of the 
lliinois Manufacturers’ Association, was 
| prepared to go upon the stand and say 
that the railroad companies in their ef- 
| tort to escape Nability of frelght en- 
trusted in their hands, expect to profit 
to the extent of hundreds* of millions 
of dollars, 

No Change in Bill. 

In answering the statement of Attorney 
Mayer, counse] for the complaint, Attor- 
ney H, R. Russell, appearing as coun- 
se: for F, J. Firth, president of the so- 
called “uniform bill of lading commit- 
tee,’”’ testified that ¢he bil] in question 
was the same without any change what- 
ever ag has been in use for the past 
ter years, except that in former years 
they were not uniform in size and there- 
by caused much confusion. Mr.- Russell 
declared that while it was unnecessary 
that the words ‘not negotiable’ should 
appear on the bill, and that it was mis- 
dotting. still there was no intention of 
enforcing the 20 per cent phase of it, 
and that he did not understand the con- 
tention of the complainants, 

‘Ie this old bill the same as the new 
one?’ asked Commissioner Prouty. 

“Yes,”’ replied the witness, 

“Well, then why the new one?’ 
quired the commissioner. 

“Merely because of the difference in 
sizes,” replied Attorney Russell, “‘but 1 
will say that this new bill has been ¢n- 
forced aS much as it ever will be. It 
was not and is not the Intention to in- 
crease the rate. The charge is that the 
rate is to be increased, but [ disclaim it, 
and it shall appear hy testimony that I 
am justified in making the statement.” 


Calls It ‘‘Outrage.”’ 

President Firth, of the uniform bill 
of lading committee, who is also presi- 
dent of the Erie lines, at that point 
arose to make a ‘“‘personal’’ statement. 

“The statement of the complainant’s 
attorney that this so-called 20 per 
cent increase is a speculative move on 
the part of the raflroads is an outrage, 
and I wish to protest against it,’’ said 
Mr. Firth, 

“Several years ago the uniform bill 
of lading committee held a meeting in 
Chicago, and at that time we secured 
letters from a number of bankers here, 
among them being Mr. Gage, former 
secretary of the United States treasury, 
that our bills of lading bearing the words 
‘not negotiable,’’ weré bankable under 
‘the conditions named on the bills. I will 
also say that there is no idea of charg- 
‘ing an increase of 20 per cent. For 
ten years this was in the classification, 
but was never enforced and will never 
be used. 
for we are not representing an econoinical 
insurance crowd.”’ 

President Firth was then sworn as a 
witness and subjected to cross examina- 
tion by Attorney Mayer, 

Asked what the duties of the uniform 
bill of lading committee consisted of, 
Mr. Firth replied: 

“We meet, consider and merely recom- 
mend. That is all we can do. We are 
appointed by the carriers in the official 
classitied territory.” 

“Are there any members of the shipping 
interest on this committee?” asked At- 
torney Mayer. 

“No,” replied the witness, ‘all are rep- 
resentatives of the carriers.’’ 

‘Would you as president of the Erie 
lines, veto anything that you had agreed 
to as a member of this committee?” ask- 
ed Attorney Mayer.

NEW CONTRACT 
IS AGREED TO 


Paving Agreement Between 
City and Car Company 
Limited. 


The agreement between the city and 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
rany regarding the company’s payments 
toward repaving city streets was ratified 
hy council yesterday, the agreement 
coming up in the new form limiting its 


force to twenty years. It is yet to be 
comyurred in by the aldermanic board. 

The discussion of the pending agrec- 
ment precipitated a lively discussion dur- 
ing which Councilman Amorous, on 4 
question of the right of aldermen to 
Bpeak on a question upon which they 
fould not vote, appealed from the de- 
cision of Aldermai Woodward, who 0oc- 
cupied the chair at the time. City At- 
torney Mayson was called upon to settle 
the question thus raised, which he did 
fn favor of the aldermen’s right to par- 
ticipute in ihe debate. 

This feature of the discussion was pre- 
cipitated immediately after the proposed 
agreement, as mcdified by the aldermani4 
board, was read by Clerk Campbell. Al- 
derman Terry rose to speak, whereat 
Counciiman Amorous sprang to his feet, 
6a : 

A pall to a point of order. The gen- 
tleman doés not have a vote on this 
question at this time and, therefore, can 
mot be heard on the matter.” 

“T rule that he can be heard,” re- 
@ponded Acting Chairman Woodward, 10 
woich Councilman Amorous responded: 
“| appeal from the decision of the chalr. 

& motion was made, however, that the 
opinion of the city attorney be secured, 
end Mr. Mayson advanced. 

“This question has been ralsed many 
times,” said he, “but I think the answer 
is plain. The matter is up for discus- 
gion by the whole council, vhough it is 
to be voted upon now hy only a part 
of the members.” 

Alderman Terry was allowed to pro- 
ceed, which he did at once, saying: 

“Atlanta is constantly growing and 
each year more and more paving will be 
done Before the twenty years have 
elapsed $10,000 a year will not pay for 
one-fourth of the part of repaving that 
should be borne by the street railroads. 
It will hardly pay for the patchwork to 
be done annually a few years hence.”’ 


Matter Is Discussed. 


Councilman Carter replied to him: 

“This agreement meets the situation 
in the best feasible way. Now we can 
not, under the law, compel the atreet 
raliroad company to bear a share in re- 
paving unless we can truthfully say that 
fhe pavement t6 be renewed is absolute- 
ly worn out, and it is practically im- 
possible fo ever say that about bolgian 
block paving. | 

“Ay a matter of fact, the proportion- 
ate share of the repaving now paid by 
the «treet car company rarely amounts 
to $6,500, and I do not think that the 
city of Atlanta, not being of the mind 
to spend all its income on paving for 
the next twenty years, will do muon 
More paving annually in the next twenty 
years than she is now doing. Besides, 
the agreement has the cumulative feat- 
uré and what is not spent one year may 
be demanded any following year in five- 
year terms. So if the city should decide 
te .do.a tot of, repaying, any oné .yeur 
“the agreement would meet the sttuation, 
Iam sure.”’ 

Councilman Peters was of the. opinion 
that all the present paving laws are de- 
fective. Said he: ‘| remember the time 
when we had no paving laws and we 
went before the legislature and got them. 
Now if our paving laws are defective, 
and we have to get a signed agreement 
before hand if we expect to do any re- 
paving, 1 think we ought to go before 
the legislature again and have the de 
fects cured.” 

The question was called for and a vote 
taken, resulting in the. ratification of the 
agreement. 

By the terms of this agreement the 
street car company is Hable to con- 
tribute $10,000 each year for repaving. 
If only @ part of this amount is spent 
Curing the year the difference, plus $10,- 
000, may be calleq for the next year 
and so on until a period of five has been 
passed, at which time the compounding 
process {ts stopped and begins over again. 

As first presented to council the agree- 


ment wag a perpetual affair. This met 
with objection, ant as it now stands it 
is for twenty years only.

Atlanta-Birmin sata Service 


on S. A. L, Was Begun 
Yesterday. 


Freight service wag regularly inaugu-. 


rated on the Atianta-Birmingham exten- 
sion of the Seaboard Air Line ryesterday 
afternoon, wien, at 5 o'clock, a through 
train started over the new line for the 
Iron City. The train was composed of 
eighteen heavily loaded cars, and was in 
chamge of Trainmaster' Martin. The 
freight shipped on this first trip was 
representative of Atlanta in every way, 
and the inventory included furniture, 
stoves, neckwear, suspenders, clothing, 
ecnfections, machinery and a large va- 
riety of other articles whith are manu- 
factured in the Gate City of the South.

DIAMOND CASE. 
GOES TO JURY 


Will Decide Ownership of 
Valuable Diamond 
Cross. 


Argument in the famous diamond cross 
case, a suit for the possession of a valu- 
able piece of jewelry, filed by Rube Bar- 
row against Chief Ball, which has been 
on trial for several days in Judge Reed's 
court, was concluded yesterday afternoon, 
and then the jury was given a chance to 
discuss the matter. The problem was evi- 
dently a knotty one to them, for no ver- 
dict was reached for'‘hours after the case 
had been submitted to them. A sealed ver- 
dict was returned at 5:20 o'clock. 

This case has attracted a great deal of 


attention among the legal fraternity ever 


Since it was placed on trial-and the 
chances are that it will continue to inter- 
est for some time in the future, 

The diamond cross, the bone of conten- 
tion, has had many queer experiences, 
any way it-is considered. If it could tel} 
its own story it would undoubtedly be a 
very interesting one, dealing with many 
adventures. 

The cross fs a very valuable piece of 
property. It is estimated to be worth 
something like $1,000. It contains eleven 
jewels and has peculiar gold settings. 

Some time ago a negro, Rube Barrow 
by name, entered a jewelry store on 
Peters street and began to make inquiries 
concerning the price of the cross, which 
he showed the jeweler. He wanted to 
know what it would cost to clean it up 
and what price it would bring if sold and 
a few other questions of like nature, 

Finally the jeweler, thinking that turn 
about was fair play, asked questions of 
the negro. He wanted to know just when 
and where the negro secured the cross. 
Seeing a policeman on the street and be- 
Hieving the cross to be stolen, the jeweler 
called the policeman in and an arrest 
was made. 

The negro was arrested, but later re- 
leased. The cross was confiscated and 
still remains fn the custody of Chief Ball 
awaiting its proper owner. 

The position of Chief Ball was a pas- 
sive one. All he wanted was to keep the 
cross for the proper owner. 

Rube Barrow entered suit in the city 
court against Chief Ball for possission 
of the cross. He was represented by R. 
J. vordan, Anderson, Anderson & Thom- 
as and Johneon & Malone, while Mayson 
& Hill, city attorneys, represented Chief 
Ball. 

In the meantime the diamond cross was 
claimed by Mrs. Mary Anderson, the 
widow of Captain J. A. Anderson. She 
was represented before the court by 
George Gordon and J. D. Kilpatrick. 

Mrs. Anderson stated that she recog- 
nized the cross by the pecullar gold set- 
ting, while she was not absolutely cer- 
tain about the number of jewels in the 
cross, though she thought that there 
were eleven, which was the correct num- 
ber. 

She told the court that she lost her dia- 
mond cross nearly thirty years ago some- 


| where in the seventies, though she was 


not certain of the exact date. She was at 
the Kimball house and went across thé 
hall to another room one day. When she 
returned her trunk had been rifled and 
the cross taken. 


Rube Barrow told his story of the cross.” 


In 1896 he said he was working for the 
Georgia Midland road in Pike county. 
While digging up the ground to lay ties 
he dug up the cross. His story was cor- 
roborated by another negro with him at 
the time and by the boss of the section 
who stated that Barrow had found a 
cross at that time. 

The original suit was filed by Rube 
Barrow against Chief Ball. Mrs. Ander- 
son, as claimant for the cross, filed a pe- 
tition to be admitted as a party defen- 
dant to the case. This permission wag 
granted by Judge Reed over the opposi- 
tion of the lawyers for the plaintiff. The 
decision of the judge was the cause for 
the filing of a bill of exceptions to this 
decision, which will be settied in the su- 
preme court,

EVANGELICAL MINISTERS. 


Interesting Session Was Held at the 
First Baptist Church Yester- 
day Morning. 

The Evangelica] Ministers’ Association 
convened yesterday morning in the base- 
ment of the First Baptist church. The at- 
tendance was small and the work in 
hand was quickly acomplished. Aifter the 
opening prayer by Rev. Richard Orme 
Flynn, of the North Avenue Presbyte- 
rian «church, the association working un- 
der reports of committees, stated that 
Hon. J. W. Northen had in his desk let- 
ters from various cities of the south re- 
questing information touching the recent 
revival conducted under the auspices of 
the business men of Atlanta. Dallas, 
Tex.; Charleston, 8S. C.; Augusta, Ga., 
and other cities had been attracted Dy 
the work done, and appeared, so the 
letters to ex-Govérnor Northen indicated, 
anxious to duplicate, or a least follow the 
example Atlanta had set. Dr, Flynn then 
spoke of a series of meetings to be-held 
in the churches of the city at which 
ministers of every denomination are to 

offictate, 

“The idea is,’ said Dr, Flynn, ‘'to. es- 
tablish, to bring about a greater fra- 
ternity among the denominations, In 


least break sown the 
prejudices that are supposed to exist. 
minister of one denomination in the pul- 
pit of a congregation who may think 
differently on some questiong of church 
government ‘will do no harm. In fact, 
it will bring about much good, It will 
establish a feeling of fraternity, a -feel- 
ing of brotherhood and that is just what 
we are all anxious and eager to accom- 
plish.”
